I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration 
.the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in 
your  district  for  1972. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid  year  population  for 
1972  was  6,200.  The  popi.xlati.cn  continues  to  rise  with  the 
continued  development  of  the  town.  In  1951  the  population  was 
5,386.  Over  the  last  20  years  the  population  in  all  the 
other  districts  in  the  Southern  half  of  Montgomeryshire  has 
declined  - (on  the  Registrar  General's  estimated  population)  - 
Machynlleth  U.D.  by  85,  Llanidloes  by  36,  Machynlleth  Rural 
by  120  and  Newtown  & Llanidloes  Rural  by  163. 

There  were  81  births  which  gives  a rate  of  13.1  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  12.6  for  Montgomeryshire  and 
14.8  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  in  1971  was  15.8. 

Of  these  6 were  illegitimate  births  which  is  7%  of  total 
births  (11%  in  1971).  In  Montgomeryshire  the  rate  was  9% 
and  in  England  and  Wales  9%. 

There  was  one  home  confinement  and  two  premature  births. 

There  was  1 still  birth  which  gives  a still  birth  rate 
of  12  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  12  and  for  the  County  13. 

31  births  took  place  away  from  Newtown  - 3 at  Bronglais, 
Aberystwyth,  27  at  Copthorne,  Shrewsbury  and  1 at  Wrexham. 

This  is  38%  of  total  births  (31%  in  1971). 

There  wer e no  deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year 
of  life. 

There  were  80  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  12.9  per 
1,000  population  (14.5  in  1971)  The  rate  for  the  County  w as 
14.1  and  for  England  and  Wales  12.1. 

45  deaths  occurred  after  the  age  of  75  years.  One 
male  died  at  92  years  and  5 females  reached  92,  93,  94, 

95  and  96  years.  27  deaths  were  due  to  heaxt  disease, 

IS  to  cer ebr o-vascular  disease  and  16  due  to  malignancy, 

4 of  them  being  lung  cancer,  all  males. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Heard  is  responsible  for 
water  supplies  in  the  district  and  throughout  the  year  the  supply 
was  a.dequate  and  all  samples  were  satisfactory. 

HOUSING 


There  was  a total  of  some  2,301  units  of  housing 
accommodation  in  the  town  in  1972.  This  is  divided  as 
1,400  private  units,  212  built  by  the  Development  Corporation 
and  689  units  owned  by  the  Urban  Council:-

Planning  went  ahead  for  flatlets  and  flats  on  the 
Bryn  Street  and  rankwell  Slum  Clearance  sites, 

SEIJBRS 

Several  "lengths  of  link  sewers  were  completed  to  serve 
new  housing  and  industrial  development  in  the  town  by  the 
Development  Corporat5.cn  and  taken  over  by  the  Council « 

Work  proceeded  on  the  new  trunk  outfall  sewer  and 
sewage  disposal  works. 


Routine  maintenance  of  the  Council's  sewers  was  carried 

out . 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  building  of  the  public  conveniences  at  the  Market 
Hall  was  commenced  but  considerable  delay  has  been  experienced 
due  to  difficulties  in  the  building  construction  industry. 

REFUSE  TIP 

The  proposed  site  for  a pulverisation  plant  at  Abermule 
on  a County  basis  had  net  been  acquired  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  tipping  had  to  be  continued  at  Garth  Owen. 

The  acquisition  of  a satisfactory  site  for  refuse  disposal 
is  of  paramount  importance  and  with  the  forthcoming  re-organ- 
isation of  the  district  councils  a central  site  is  the  obvious 
answer.  Many  of  the  sites  now  used  by  the  various  district 
councils  are  either  reaching  the  end  of  their  effective  use 
or  are  not  satisf actory .

SALMONELLOSIS 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  notifies  me  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district. 
Unless  care  is  taken  in  handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  ther 
is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and 
his  family  and  also  from  drinking  infected  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  and  advice  given  about  the  care  needed 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where  a farmer 
holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm. 


NEWTOWN  U.D. 

One  outbreak  of  salmonellosis  was  notified  on  a farm  which 
does  hold  a milk  dealer’s  licence  - all  milk  here  goes  for 
pasteurisation  and  none  sold  locally. 


NEWTOWN  R.D. 


Six  outbreaks  of  salmonellosis  were  notified  of  these  four 
held  milk  dealer's  licence  and  no  milk  was  sold  locally  - all 
pasteurised  and  one  outbreak  on  a turkey  farm  was  also  notified.

VAC IN AT I ON  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 


In  1971  the  following  advice  was  given  by  the  joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  after  reviewing  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  smallpox  in 
Great  Britain 

1.  Vaccination  against.  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended 
as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 

2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  World  where  Smallpox 
is  endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in 
progress  should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients 
should  be  offered  vaccination  and  regular  re-vaccination.

I wish  to  submit  my  Section  of  the  Annual  Report. 

My  remarks  in  last  year’s  report  in  regard  to  progress  of 
the  disposal  of  refuse  on  a County  Basis  have  been  proven  to  be 
correct  insofar  as  there  is  still  no  finality  to  the  scheme. 

Routine  work  has  proceeded  together  with  all  the  necessary 
involvement  with' the  work  of  the  continued  expansion  of  the  town. 

This  will  be  my  22nd.  and  last  report.  As  a result  of  the 
reorganisation  of  Local  Government  I have  decided  to  take  advantage 
of  the  Early  Retirement  Regulations  to  retire  from  the  Local 
Government  Service  . Reorganisation  has  resulted  in  the  office 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ceasing  to  exist.  This  Local 
Government  Office  has  been  in  existance  for  over  a century  and 
the  Medical  Officer  will  now  be  absorbed  in  the  new  health  Service. 

Environmental  Health  will  be  the  only  health  function  left 
to  Local  Authorities  and  it  might  have  been  more  fitting  for  this 
service  also  to  have  been  taken  over  by -the  new  Health  Service. 

The  new  concept  of  management  has  been  set  out  in  the  Bains 
Report  which  has  been  in’ the  main  adopted  by  the  new  Authorities. 

It  is  perhaps  wrong  that  nowhere  in  this  report  is  there 
reference  to  qualifications  and  already  unqualified  personnel 
have  been  appointed  by  some  shadow  District  Councils  to  head  the 
environmental  health  functiohs  and  other  functions.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the.  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  which  laid 
down  that  Medical  Officers  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  must  be 
qualified  before  they  can  be  appointed ' have  been  repealed  from  the 
1st.  April  1974.  . . 

Much  emphasis  is*  how  placed  on  Management  technique  surrounded 
by  the  mystic  arising  from  the  new  gymicry  and  play  of  vague  and 
obscure  words  and  terms.  It  is  to  be  hoped  and  indeed  only  time 
will  tell  whether  the  new  concept  of  things  will  be  successful. 
Change  must  come,  but  only  necessary  change  and  theoretical  concepts 

tend  at  times  to  be  misconceived  whdn  the  harsh  test 'of  practical 
experience  is  fact.  There  is  perhaps  at  the  moment,  too  much  stress 
on  pious  hopes  of  good  to  come,  and  lack  of  reference  to  good  that 
has  been  done.  The  objective  and*  justification  of  management  lie 
only  in  the  achievement  of, results. 

To  finalise,  I feel  that  Local  Government  in  the  past  despite 
criticism  sometimes  justified,  but  more  often  not,  has  achieved 
much  due  to  the  dedication  of  elected  members,  and  officers 
dedicated  to  their  job. I would  suggest  this  is  true  particularly  of 
all  the  Members  under  whom  I have  served  in  Newtown.  I must  also 
pay  tribute  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  and  the  rest 
of  the  staff  for  their  achievements,  loyalties  and  inspiration 
sometimes  under  great  difficulty. 

From  this  office  for  the  last . time  my  many  thanks  to  all 
concerned.
